WASHINGTON—The Republican ma- 
ority of the House today presented its 
last great draft on the treasury when 
the civil sundry appropriation _ bill. 
biggest of all supply measures, was re- 
ported to the House, garrying $140,990.- 
030, or $25,431,303 more than last year’s 
bill and $14.486,503 less than the esti- 
mates, * 

The largest single item is $45,560,000 
for the Panama canal, an increase of 
$7,695,000. The next is $21.311.245, for 
public buildings throughout the country, 
an increase of $16,579,725. 

An elaborate system of land fortifica- 
tions for the Panama canal is accepted 
as a settled policy in the bill. The 
scheme entails a total expenditure of 
$12,000,000. The amount for next year’s 
work is $3,000,000. 

Other important items: For the tar- 
iff board, $400,000. increase, $150,000; 
the economy board, $75,000, de- 
crease, $25,000: for the interstate com- 
merce commission $1,815,000, increase, 
$455,000; for removing the wreck of 
the battleship Maine, $350,000, increase, 
&50,000; for a memorial arch at Valley 
Forge, Pa., $100,000; for a monument 
to commemorate the battle of Guilford 
courthouse, $30,000; for river and har- 
bor improvements under contract, $7,- 
028.077, reduction, $1,713.60]; for pro- 
tecting New York harbor frem deposits, 
$85,260, reduction, $15,000; for an army 
supply depot at Ft. Mason, Son Fran- 
cisco, $200,000; to continue reconstruc- 
tion of hall of the House of the Rep- 
resentatives, $350,000.

The’ publie building appropriations -in- 
cluded in the bill are not new items. 
They previde for continuing the work on 
the buildings already authorized in pub- 
lic building bills. 

The bill includes an item of $400.000 
to continue the existence of the present 
tariff board. If the provision 
through the next Democratie House will 
have no opportunity to interfere with 
the tariff board. 

Appropriations amounting to $404,- 
337.20 are contemplated for Capitol im- 
provements. An item of $36,100 is for 
a refrigerating appartus about the hall 
of the House to cool the incoming air 
during summer sessions. Then $350.000 
appropriated for reconstructing the 
hall itself.

in School street. The letters were sent 
to the First Readers of the churches. 

The fact of these fictitious appeals 
having been sent out was made known 
by the First Readers, who wrote and in 
some instances telegraphed and telephoned 
to the Directors of The Mother Church, 
inquiring if the appeals were genuine. 
Answer was made that they were not. 
A warning was telegraphed to every 
church and the facts communicated to 
the postal authorities. 

It was found upon investigation that 
the person supposed to be Eli M. Dow 
was not in School street, as purported 
in the letters, but that he had left for 
New Haven. The New Haven authori- 
ties ascertained that a lock box had 
been rented in the name of Eli M. 
Dow, and a watch: was set. 

The first visit of the..presumptive Mr. 
Dow was made this morning, and he 
was arrested. It is asserted by the 
officials that the man, whose name they 
are confident is Samuel J. Parker, has 
served a sentence for forgery. 

The letters bore the date of Jan. 30, 
and mailed from Boston on Feb. 7.

The principal petitioners for the change 
were the Old Colony Trust Com- 
pany, the United States Trust Companv, 
the Scollay Square Building Assotia- 
tion and J. Reed Whipple. 

The signers of the petition declare 
that they represent property valued at 
$7,000,000 invested in banks and trust 
companies that hold deposita..of over 
$100,000,000, a sum greater, it is said, 
than that deposited with banking insti- 
tutions on State street. 

The argument is that an advantage 
would accrue to the Court street bank- 
ing houses in being able to advertise 
their institutions as being on State 
street. which is Known throughout the 
business world as the center of financial 
activity in Boston. Court street, it is 
alleged, is not universally known as 
adjoining State street, so it is assumed 
that Court street is not in the financial 
district. 

The proposed change has been as vigor- 
ously opposed by historical society 
officials as it has been advocated by 
some financial men. 

The petition has also been opposed by 
tailors and other merchants on Court 
street, who argue that thousands of dol- 
lars will be lost to them if the name of 
the street is changed, as they have ex- 
pended much money in advertising their 
location. The numbers of the present 
places of business are regarded as valu- 
able assets which will be impaired by any 
change. | 

The city authorities declare that a way 
has been found to renumber the streets 
so that no confusion will be caused. If 
this is possible some of the present ob- 
jectors will not obstruct the change, it is 
said. 

Members of the historical societies, 
however. declare that they will not sub- 
mit to the change until it has been ap- 
proved by the highest authority. 

Walter K. Watkins, deputy secretary 
of the Society of Colonial Wars, declares 
that a change will mean a heavy finan- 
cial loss and irreparable damage from the 
standpoint of patriotic sentiment. He 
declares that thousands of persons are 
“attracted to Court street and its vicin- 
itv by the historical associations of the 
name, 275 vears old, and closely identi- 
fied with the most stirring incidents in 
the history of Boston.”

WAS ON SKATES

pulsion, and to supplant to a certain ex- 
tent steam engines and boilers. 

| ‘The steamer for these engines is about 
5000 tons gross and: 7000 tons dead 
|weight. She has twin screws, ace6m- 
| modation for some passengers and is de- 
| signed for a speed of about 12 knots, 

| "The propelling power consists of two 
sets of combustion ‘cylinder engines of 
the Diesel type with - improvements 
‘which have overeome. the initial diffi- 
‘culties in connection with starting and 
reversing the engines and other poinés. 

There is another smaller engine of 
|the same type which generates electric 
‘power ‘to drive .the winches, windlass 
and steering gear, as well as lighting the 
vessel. The advantage of this engine is 
that it can be worked with the cheapest 
kind of oil, which can be bought from 
34 shillings te 40 shillings a ton, and 
there is no magneto or spark required 
to ignite the charge, which is done by 
compression, while the engines can be 
started in five minutes compared with 
15 hours required to raise steam in 
boilers. | 

There are no boilers, no funnels, no 
coal bunkers, the oi] being carried in 
especially constructed tanks. 

It is estimated 100 tons of oil will 
take the vessel as far as 300 tons of 
coal, so the space necessary for fuel 
will only be about one fourth of that 
required for coal. It is probable that 
within the next two years large vessels 
will be seen traversing the ocean without 
funnels or boilers and these ships will 
be popular with passengers owing to the 
absence of smoke, soot and dirt caused 
by coaling, coal bunkers, ashes and fire- 
men.

LAST KNEISEL CONCERT. 

The: m@rn string. quartet composer 
is sa keen-toe avoid the reproach of 
making his instruments sound like a 
small orchestral ensemble, that he 
sometimes is more scholarly than ex- 
pressive. Since no new music is accept- 
able unless it: tells something that has 
never before been told, the compoger 
las to. beware lest he be trapped mto 


employing a medium that deféats his 


purpose. If the conductor of the Thomas 
orchestra in Chicago has something to 
say, he can depend on attentive listeners 
all over the land; but such a musician 
in adopting the cyclic formula of the 
old quartet writers and their contra- 
puntal metheds may find himself incon- 
veniently trammeled. Expression may be- 
come smothered under scholarship. Mr. 
Stock’s quartet in E minor, played by 
the Kneisel quartet at their last con- 
cert in Chiekering hal]. disclosed a com- 
poser but did not clearly intimate a 
man with a message. 

This composition raises the question 
whether it is protitable for the modern 
writer of music to try to infuse an 
atmosphere into the old “sonata form” 
that will soften the sharp outlines of its 
four divisions. Had he better not exer- 
cise himself in inventing some new form? 

‘Mr. Willeke, the ’cellist, came bravely 
forward half way in the Kneisel pro- 
gram with a solo piece for his instru- 
ment. He almost proved those who say 
the ‘cello is not meant for solos to be 
mistaken. No ’cellist has succeeded in 
doing that recently in Boston but Boris 
Hambourg. Without doubt Mr. Willeke 
could conquer his instrument to all the 
docilitv of a violin if he gavé his whole 
life to doing so, but he is of-too much 
value to the world as fourth player in 
the Kneisel quartet to make anybody 
wish him now to take up the career of 
juggler.

That is the point which crushes the 
proposal of a world’s congress. Few 
nations want it. From all parts of the 


globe questions are submitted to the | 


rules committee, and the answers are ac- 
cepted as authoritative. There has been 
no complaint from any country except 
the United States; there has been no 
hint of insurrection anywhere else. The 
bother is purely between Britain and 
America. It has arisen through a ques- 
tion as to the legality of an essentially 
American institution called the Schenec- 
tady putter. Why, then, should other 
people be enticed to’ take part in the 
dispute? 

Prior to the meeting at Chicago the 
opinion in the United States was, so far 
as could be gathered, that the associa- 
tion would postpone acceptance of the 
“Form and Make of Clubs” rule until an

LONDON—When the Acto bill was 
passed on its first reading, on Wednes- 
day night by a vote of 351 to 227, the 
government’s full majority of 124, 
Premier Asquith was the revipient of an 


ovation from his supporters in the House 
of Commons. 

Lord Lansdowne, leader of the opposi- 
tion in the House of Lords, gave notice 
earlier in the day of a bill for the re- 
form of the upper chamber, and a meet- 
ing of the Unionigf members of the 
House of Commons, which had been 
organized for today to urge this course 
on their Unionist peers and leaders, 
* will now merely have the duty of con- 
gratulating Lord Lansdowne.: 

This turn of affairs is regarded by the 
Unionists as having completely changed 
the situation. They contend‘ that it im- 
plies that the House of Lords will either 
reject the veto bill outright or introduce

““MANON LESCAUT” vbaauncuadin 

Puccini’s melodramatic version of the 
“Manon Lescaut” plot has decided ad- 
vantages over Massenet’s for the artists 
and chorus of the Boston opera company. 
All the old comedy restrictions which the 
French composer submitted to are ig- 
nored by the Italian. Character is not 
developed through manners but through 
incident. There is no difficult acting for 
anybody to do, because each person's 
character is completely labeled in_ his 
clothes. Energizing is not acting; and 
Puccini’s persons of the “Lescaut” drama 
have only to energize in voice, attitude 
movement, to come through tri- 
Massenet’s minor characters 
—the chevalier’s father, Manon’s cousin 
and Bretigny—require some genius in 
the men impersonating them, genius for 
high comedy. Puccini’s mimor figures re- 
quire nothing but “character acting” and 
that in no extraordinary measure. 

But the Puccini drama is a far livelier 
piece of entertainment than the Mas- 
senet. Nothing has ever been performed 
by the Boston company with more dash 
than the second half of act two on 
Wednesday evening. And on any other 
occasion the close of act three would 
have been unusual. 

You have to pay for your melodra- 
matic excitement in the climaxes of 
“Manon Lescaut” by waiting through the 
long first act and through half of the 
second act until the dramatist has 
minutely and clearly explained to you 
the relation of all the characters to each 
other and to their time and place. You 
are reminded here somewhat of the la- 
borious exposition of “The Girl of the 
Golden West.” Puccini was Puccini 20 
years ago, before he ever dreamed of the 
California redwoods and when operatic 
America was a desert whereon his hero- 
ine must starve. 

Read the cast of characters.in the 
Wednesday night production and give 
each name first honors in its sphere. 
Give the chorus, Mr. Menotti and Mr. 
Conti the highest praise; for “Manon 
Lescaut” is modern Italian opera, Pue- 
cini opera, Ricordi opera, and should be 
presented nowhere better than in Boston.

TRIED RECIPES 


CRANBERRIES. 
RANBERRIES are eaten freely dur- 
ing the months when heavy meats 

form an important part of the season’s 
diet. Many old-fashioned housewives 
prefer cranberry sauce to cranberry jelly. 
But if the sauce is used it should be 
strained. Cranberry sauce or cranberry 
jelly served with roast turkey is an 
essential part of the national viand. 
Cranberry sauce consists of one quart 


of cranberries, two cupfuls of water, two. 


Pick over the berries 
carefully and wash in cold water. Put 
them in granite-ware saucepan, with 
enough water to cover them. Cook until 
tender, then add the sugar. = remove 
as soon as the sugar is dissolved. It 
may be served hot or cold. 
CRANBERRY JELLY. 

Stew a quart of berries after looking 
them over carefully, with half‘a pint of 
water and cook slowly for a quarter of 
an hour, or until the skins crack, then 
strain. Return again to the fire, allow- 
ing a pound of sugar to each pint of the 
berries, stir in the sugar and allow it 
to dissolve but not boil. Pour it into 
individual or a single mold. Never use 
any but a porcelain-lined mold, for cran- 
berries are acid and eat into a tin mold. 

CRANBERY PIE. 

Chop one cupful of cranberries and a 
half cupful of seeded raisins together 
into small pieces; add to them a cupful 
of sugar, a cupful of water, a tablespoon- 
ful of flour and a tablespoonful of va- 
nilla. Bake with an upper ‘and under 
crust or rich puff paste. 


BAKED CRANBERRIES, 

Put a quart of berries that have been 
well washed and picked over into .a 
pudding dish and cover with water. 
Cover the dish and place in the oven 
and bake slowly until the berries are 
soit. Then add, stirring carefully, two 
cupfuls of sugar and bake 15 minutes 
longer.—New Era. 

DRIED APPLE CAKE. 

Take two cups of dried apples, stew 
just enough to cut easily, chop about 
as fine as raisins, and boil in two cups 
of molasses; drain off the molasses for 
the cake; then add two eggs, half cup 
sugar, one cup sour milk, two teaspoons 
soda, one cup butter, four cups flour; 
spices of all kinds. Add the apples the 
last thing.

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For the last half dozen years real 
estate values in American cities have 
inereased so remarkably and with so 
little variation that there has been prac- 
tically no risk on the part of the inves- 
tor either in rea] estate or in city loans. 


Not only in eastern cities, but all 
through the middle West, there has 
been a steady growth both in wealth and 
population, says Bonds and Mortgages. 
While the census has been disappointing 
to many ambitious towns, whose ideas 
had far outrun the actual figures, the 
growth has been sufficient to make real 
estate values simple for all investment 
purposes. 

It is too much to expect that +his 
condition will continue forever. As a 
result, the loans upon real estate in the 
less desirable sections are not in demand. 
’ This condition is one that the investor 
in city loans must always consider in | 
American appraisements. The strength 
of the city loan lies more largely in the 
value of jhe appraisement than that of 
te farm loan, important as it is in 
both. 

The ideal city loan is on “inside” 
property, so thoroughly inside that no 
change is likely to occur in its Value. 
On such property, as the country de- 
velops, the security is likely always to 
be increasing, rather than standing still. 
Next best is the home well located, which 
is being paid for by thrifty owners. 
Investments in apartment houses and 
factories should have most careful con- 
sideration, both regarding present and 
the future of the towns in which they 
are located. This should include the sur- 
rounding country and the probabilities 
of growth in the future. 

It may not be that there will follow 
in the coming few yearsany substantial 
disappointment in the development of 
American cities, but it would not be 
surprising if something of the kind 
should oecur, This makes it more essen- 
tial that great care should be given to 
appraisement and the judgment of well 
qualified investigators should be called 
in when city loans of importance are 
made.

Such securities as General Chemi- 
eal, Canadian Pacific, the Gould issues 
and American Beet Sugar commanded 
notice while Steel,: Reading and Union 
Pacific moved within a very narrow 
range. 

The big interests seemed to be in- 
clined to wait until certain important 
court decisions and the freight rate ques- 
tion were out of the way before en- 


_ couraging speculation on the long side. 


However, it seemed also evident that 
they did not wish the market to decline 
sharply until a large amount of new 
financing, now under way, had been com- 
pleted. New bonds of a company are in 
better standing with investors when the 
stocks of the company are on a high 
price level. 

United Fruit was the strongest fea- 
ture of the local market. 

The Gould issues made good advances 
and were rather active in New York. 
Missouri Pacific opened unchanged at 60, 
reacted to 593, and then rose over a 
point. Wabash preferred was up % at 
the opening at 3934. After receding frac- 
tionally it sold well above 40. Denver 
opened up % at 34% and improved a 
good fraction. The Wabash fours again 
were the most prominent of that group, 
advancing 114% to 71% during the first 
half of today’s session, 

Central Leather opened off 1% at 30%, 
lost 1%, and then recovered. American 
Beet Sugar opened up ™% at 46%, and 
sold well above 47, 

Canadian Paeific was in good demand. 
It opened 114 high than Tuesday’s close 
at 213%, and after receding fractionally 
advanced more than a point above the 
opening. General Chemical was strong. 
It opened up 5% at 130% and continued 
upward. Virginia-Carolina Chemical and 
Wisconsin Central were strong. 

Osceola was weak on the Iocal ex- 
change. It opened up a point at 109, 
and the next sale, a small lot, changed 
hands at 106%. United Fruit opened 
unchanged at 188% and advanced a 
point. Hancock was in less demand 
than on Tuesday. It was fractionally 
lower at -23%. The general tone was 
heavy. 

LONDON—The securities markets 
show irregularity.

De Beers have 
declined 4% to 18% as compared with 
Tuesday’s final price and Rio Tintos at 
685, show an equal fractional loss.

CANADA'S BANKING 
OPERATIONS SHOW 
~~ MUCH PROSPERITY 


Current Loans Largely In- 
creased and Active Business 
Conditions Prevail in En- 
tire Dominion.

OTTAWA—The Canadian Century for 
Feb. 18 presents a summary of Canada’s 
banking business for the past year which 
indicates good business conditions all 
over the Dominion. Currept loans in- 
creased steadily over those of 1909. De- 
cember of 1909 showed loans of $8592,- 
441,812, which figure was nearly $81,.00,-

steadily each month. Stepping 
January, 1910, a slight falling off. was in 
evidence as usually occurs at midwin- 
ter, but in February a decided increase 
shown, which continues steadily 
with every month up to October, when 
$679,820,039 is recorded, which was over 
$77,000,000 higher than during any 
month in 1909, 2 

For November and December the loans 
Were as usual slightly less than during 
the early part of the vear. In 1909 this 
winter curtailment was not noticeable, 
probably owing to the fact that build- 
ing operations were carried on nearly all 
season owing to mild weather. During a 
winter season, which interferes with 
continuous building, the bank loans in 
the spring show decided increases over 
those of the winter months, so that the 
$2,000,000 curtailment for November and 
December of 1910, as compared with Oc- 
tober’s figures, are not considered indica- 
tive of any cessation of industrial expan- 
sion. ' 

Twenty-eight banks reported to gov- 
ernment for 1910. Twenty of these were 
able to present their vear’s statement. 
The others close their financial year later 
in the season. Of these 20 every one 
reports increased earnings, with the ex- 
ception of the Bank of Montreal, which 
happens to show $28,175 less for 1910 
than for 1909. With such a banking in- 
stitution such a slight fluctuation is 
inconsequential, but it served to place 
the Bank of Commerce at the head of 
the list for the first time in banking his- 
tory. In order of earnings for the year 
the highest three institutions .stand: 

Bank of Commerce, $1,838,065; increase 
over 1909, $328,000. 

Bank of Montreal, $1,797,992;-decrease 
over 1909, $28,175. 

Merchants Bank, $1,057,000; increase 
over 1909, $215,850. 

The paid-up capital of the banks to- 
taled $99,676,093 at the end of 1910. and 
the circulation expanded to a point never 
reached before; on the last day of Octo- 
ber the notes in circulation had reached 
a total of $95,992,866, and it is prob- 
able that the figures in early November 
were about $97,000,000 before the winter 
“shrinkage” began, which made the final 
November figures for circulation come 
down to $90,000,000. 

Reference is made in the article to 
the recent’ unusual bank failure in Can- 
ada and the statement is made that 
“announcements concerning the new bank 
act have been..made which tend to show 
that provisions of some character are 
are being made to enable shareholders 
to call for an examination of the books 
practically at any time, It is thought 
also that owing to the oceurrence of this 
failure ...the act will be made 
stricter than ever, should any alteration 
at all be made in.the proposals.” 

In connection with the report given it 
may be noted that Canada’s banking sys- 
tem, which has been receiving so much 
favorable comment for the last few 
years, is to be made more efficient and 
reliable through the efforts of those most 
interested in the work, headed ‘by H. C. 
McLeod of the Bank of Nova Scotia. 
They demand a revision of the bank act 
by the federal House, and at this ses- 
siow the work has been commenced. 

Mr. McLeod has said “that Canada 
was headed for an era of unprecedented 
prosperity with which would come grave 
responsibility for the heads of financial] 
institutions,” and from this standpoint 
he desires to perfect the banking meth- 
ods for the Dominion. Mr. McLeod is 
working for “independent inspection of 
the banks,” and he says he has share- 
holders of all the banks and the public 
with him.

THE GRAIN MARKET. 

C.F. & 6a Eddy. Ine., of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, received the 
following from their Chicago corre- 
spondent : 

Wheat—The market was weak. declin- 
ing to new low levels under the influ- 
ence of depressing cables and - favorable 
crop reports. There was a little nervous- 
ness over the reciprocity question, but 
the evident determination of the ad- 
ministration to force the matter through 
at a special session if necessary, out- 


sible action by this Congress. The cables 
were weak over the holiday. 

The weather-map showed low temper- 
atures in the Missouri valley and the 
Southwest, but our advices from St. 
Louis this morning and also from Kan- 
sas City show snow covering from six 
to 18 inches. 
the fields from the severe temperatures 
and as the snow disappears will leave 
the ground in fine shape for spring 
growth. 

Corn—The market was quiet and 
somewhat easier. There seemed to be 
some selling as a result of the decline 
in wheat and on the very favorable 
weather. The low ‘temperatures and 
clear weather improve the conditions 
for moving corn in the country and are 
very helpful in maintaining the quality. 

Oats—The market was quiet and 
somewhat easier. There was not much 
interest and the reaction seemed largely 
due to heaviness in wheat. Demand 
for cash oats continues rather moderate.

410, and the halls which remained were 
gradually divided up with walls and 
floors and used as shops, coal stores or 
stables.

Considering 
the railway from the financia] point of 
view, he observed that experience showed 
that when Russia had strong political 
reasons for wishing to make a railway 
the capital would be forthcoming. ‘The 
next point to consider was the probable 
attitude of the Persian government, and 
he did not anticipate any difficulty in 
that direction, since the mere construc- 
tion of the line meant bringing millions 
of money into the country.

1366 miles in length. 

One of the main reasons given why 
Turkey agreed to grant the concessions 
is that the railways will be of special 
use for military purposes, the commercial] 
aspects of the undertaking being a sec- 
ondary consideration. Since the French 
have already constructed some 2000 kilo- 
meters of railway in the Ottoman em- 
pire, the total amount, including the 
recent concessions, will amount to about 
4000 kilometers.

M. Pinchon, minister for foreign affairs: 

“The pourparlers in progress’ with 
Turkey on the subject of the railways, 
in the construction of which French capi- 
tal and industry might be employed, 
have given rise to reports which do not 
correspond ..with the real state of things. 
Certain lines to which allusion is made 
have been ‘the subject of negotiation on 
our part and are not looked upon by 
us as corresponding with our own in- 
terests.

The gra- 
phite mines of England were deemed of 
inestimable value and were protected by 
law. But there was great waste—first

Glue, mucilage, isinglass and other .sub- 
stances were tried, but the graphite was 
only rendered brittle and of uneven hard- 
ness, Its marks were faint and indis- 
tinct, and in those days if the point 
broke it was quite an undertaking te 
sharpen it again. First the wood had to 
be cut away and the graphite heated over 
a light to soften it, Then it was again 
drawn to a point with the fingers. 

Late in the eighteenth century a 
Frenchman hit upon the idea of using 
pulverized graphite and binding-clay. 
This discovery resulted in pencils of 
varying hardness, according to the 
amount of binding-clay added, and each 
pencil was of exactly the same hardness 
throughout its length. 

Following upon this discovery came 
improvements in mixing, rolling and 
sharpening the graphite composition, 
which was cut into lengths, placed in a 
warm oven to harden, and finally encased 
in wood, as seen today.—Harpers Weekly.

ports on the west coast of South America.”

We speak now of the problem that confronts Portugal and it 
goes without saying that fundamentally we must sympathize with 
the aspirations of the Portuguese people for free self-government. 
But there are two things to be remembered; first, a majority of the 
European powers, as matters stand today, cannot be éxpected to 
have any particular enthusiasm for an experiment in popular govern- 
ment conducted by:a people whose representatives headed a revolu- 
tion against monarchy. In the next place, and we say it as friends, 
the present governing body in Portugal is on probation, that proba- 
tion to be ended when the powers are convinced that the Portuguese 
people not only can but will see to it that justice is scrupulously done. 
It is justice in general that Portugal must dispense, for this 
is justice to Portugal. Its people have patiently endured what had 
driven other races beyond all patience in much less time and to 
suppose that the present government and its supporters are apostles 
of violence or dangerous visionaries is to make a great mistake. 
Fortunately a people’s motives are always good. But it is for this 
reason, and just this reason, that the gentlemen at the héad of the 
Portuguese government have imposed on them the patriotic duty 
of maintaining their country’s name in the eyes of other powers. 
They must show that they are in earnest and in a popular govern- 
ment in modern times that must be shown by moral means alone. 
The government once established as a going concern, acts of force 
have only a secondary value and can never have so great effect as

ing from numerous smaller ones that have 
grown toward and into each other and 
formed one mighty jumble. Brooklyn need nat feel badly about it 
now that she has discovered herself. Other cities are awakening 
to similar revelations. Only those that have not been stirred into 
activity by realizing their need of self-improvement should com- 
mand sympathy. The thoroughly aroused American city, no matter 
how unattractive it may be, is a subject for congratulation. _ 

After all, Brooklyn, like the majority of her sister cities, might 
put forward many good excuses. All American cities have grown 
too rapidly to have realized their possibilities for beauty. They 
have grown without direction or design, because in most cases it 
has been impossible for anybody to foresee the extent of their 
growth. But there is no need of excuses. The fact is that the 
average American city is in much need of improvement along 
esthetic lines. The thing to do is to begin promptly and deter- 
minedly upon the work ot improvement. Many cities have not only 
begun but have already made considerable progress. 5 

Among people who spoke at the Forward Movement meeting 
in’ Brooklyn was Nelson\P. Lewis, chief engineer of the board of 
estimate. He explained the haphazard manner in which the city 
grew. Realizing her faults some time since, she looked for a means 
of correcting them and was presented with a city betterment plan, 
‘the carrying out of which would involve an expenditure of $87,700,- 
000. Nothing was done with this. It is just as well. <A big city 
cannot be made over in that way save by burdening the present and 
the future taxpayer with a tremendous load. It is better to com- 
mence by doing everything better than it has been done, by preventing 
the doing of those things that in the past have contributed toward 
the city’s ugliness. If a plan 1s agreed upon and the community 
works towatd the carrying out of that plan loyally, twenty years 
will witness a marvelous change. 2 : 

This is the course Brooklyn is most likely to take. One great 
advantage of it is that it can be enteged upon at once—without 
a day’s delay. Only let the people of every American community 
set high ideals, for themselves, and unitedly and enthusiastically 


strive for its attainment, and we shall soon have cities to be proud 


of, without resorting to extravagant bond issues.

And there 1s method in 
the seeming .coincidence, for transmission 
of electric power is an element to be con- 
sidered hereafter iy any plans for amplifica- 
tion of transportation systems. ‘Steam 
propulsion must give place more generally 
to the unseen force that already has revolutionized many lines of 
industry. Shrewd promoters do not have to ‘recall New Haven 
promises to Greater Bostonians in order to find testimony that the 
advent of this railroad into Vermont spells augmented demand 
there for electric power. They may consider the extent to which the 
New Haven already controls trolley car lines and the electrification 
projects that it has either completed or mapped out for its large 
terminals and some of its divisions in lower New England. 

By the granting of a charter to the Clarendon Power Company, 


and a State 


‘the Rutland Railway, Light & Power Company's practical monopoly 


of power privileges in central Vermont is broken. When the 
Clarendon company’s two dams on Mill river are finished, the 
Rutland company will face competition of which the possibilities 
are shown by the fact that the new syndicate has purchased several 
other valuable water privileges. At present the Rutland company 
operates a street/car line between the city of the same name and 
Fair Haven, fifteen miles, besides two belt lines in Rutland. It is 
building a new line from Fair Haven to -Poultney which may be 
extended to Granville, N. Y. This company, it is understood, also 
has the right to build a street railway south from Rutland to 
Wallingford, five miles away. If constructed, that line would 
leave a space of about fifty miles between Wallingford and 
Bennington as the only gap necessary to fill, in order to have a 
complete through trolley line from Boston to Rutland. It would 
rin through some of the most beautiful stretches of country in 
America. 

Greater by far than the Clarendon project is the plan of the 
so-called Fifteen Mile Power Company to build across the Connec- 
ticut river, abutting the town of Norton, a mammoth dam expected 
to develop 50,000 horsepower. These new power -projects, supple- 
mentary to the Connecticut River Power Company's monster dam 
below Brattleboro and the plants about Burlington, Montpelier and 
St. Albans, ought to mean wide industrial development. Entry of 
the New Haven railroad into Vermont, besides making for better 
train service over the Rutland railroad, is likely to encourage the 
building of additional trolley lines, together with — industrial 
expansion. And manufacture of electric power will doubtless serve 
to help populate the sparsely settled districts and make the cities 
and towns bigger ’and busier. ;
